A DRUNKEN RMPEItOll. 

The Czar of Kuisia lioinjf Fast to the Had - 
A Hoiiek'811 and HclplcBB Sol, 

LiiNPO.v, .Jiiiio 22. — A British otlicer, 
who recently paid a visit to Russia, tolls 
a startling story uf the menial and physi- 
cal condition of the cztir in accounting for 
the erratic foreign iiolicy of Russia. 
Alexander I II,, he saj-s, shortly .after the 
aasussinatiuu of his father, had recourse 
to stimulants in order to nerve bimself 
suliicicntly to iue-)t the x'eal and inaginary 
dangers which be >et him and tae habit 
rapidly became one of necessity rather 
than choice. From this ]ioint began what' 
would have been to a man in private life 
his downward caruer, but the diviiiitj' 
that erocta and iiiaintaiiis a well-kept and 
over greon hedge around tho auvereigii 
also dulls the senses of his subjects to in- 
diS'erence-as to whether he is a drunkard 
or not. 

This, however, tho czar of Russia is; a 
hopeless aipl ofttiniea helpless sot. Among 
those nearest to him it ia well known, but 
never mentioned excejit iu whispers, that 
he hiis sovcrid times sufl'ored frmn that 
most frightful of all species of inaanily, de- 
lirium troniens, and the narratorallogeSjhia 
cruelly to thoao who were so unfortuualo as 
to come under his hand upon those occa- 
sions would have appealed to tho finer 
BonsibilititJS of tho king of Dahomey and 
caused that fiendish monarch to shed tears 
of compasaion. 

TllK rZ.^Il's KAVoKITf: Tiri'LK. 

In his lucid intervals he is reasonable 
and oven sagacious, but when under the 
influence of cIiaini>agno or brandy, which 
two ■ liquors most delight the imperial 
p:ilate, not oven his miiiisters, and least 
of all his wife und children, can restrain 
his tendency to imperil his iiersonal safety 
hy exposing himself to the attacks of se- 
cret foes in his ungovernable recklessness. 

It is told of this imperial maiii.ic that 
on one occasion .M. l^e (iiers was driven 
from the czar's presence with langu;igc un- 
fit to be hoard in tho lowest haunts of in- 
famy, after having been summoned b; bi'i 
sovereign to report upon ma!;u)rs atlecting 
Russia's foreign policy, and that the czar's 
conduct so outraged M. Do Giors that ho 
was only induced to retain his office at 
the earnest entreaty of friends and ujion 
tho cz.ar'a subsequent apology.

A ooniuiotion has been caused in com - 
iiiorcial circles throughout Canada ovi'r 
tho aunouuceineub that a syndicate of 
CJormiin bankei-s arb ende'avbrhig to se- 
cure control of the Intereoloni'il railway, 
oiwned by the ouveniiiieiil , and (he North 
.Shore railway, owned by the Cuiailiaii 
Pacific railway, running from llalifa.\ to 
Montreal, and that this is to be follow ed 
by placing a fast lino of (jjerman atuamer.s 
on the I'acillc ocuau between Austmlia, 
China and .lapan. This would secure to 
lieriiiaiiy ailditional cuiiimerce I'lvaled by 
this new route, and would, in case of 
eastern war coiiiiilicatioiis, allord thai 
Country's coininorco an alternate and .safi^r 
route than l Ai the .Sue/. Canal. Professor 
Stein, tiio eniiucnl political ocouoiuisb, in 
a p.-imphlot just issued in Berlin, has 
stimulated the intorost of Oennan iinan- 
cier.s in this new route. - -/'V/ooo /k/ .Vo^r.^. 

It is stated ill Montreal that a strung 
(iernian syndicate has been I'uriiied to 
control the business fruin China .and 
.lapan rid the Canadian racilio railway, 
.■iiul that t'he Xorddeiil seller Lluyd steam- 
ship euiupaiiy pnnioses oslablishiiig a lino 
uf steamers uii the I'acilic uceaii. The 
companj- oilers to place a line of si.\ puw- 
erful steamers on both the I'acilic tuid the 
Atlantic oceans. It is lud yet known 
whether the Canadian I'acilic milway 
will accejit this ofl'er. — RenUtr. 

ComnientiiiL' mi this intelligence the 
St. .hums (.'.i,-i7/o says: "The ( lonnaiis 
certainly seem to be carrying the war of 
tnide conipetitiuii into the eiicmy's count vy 
vigorously. It is re[)orted from Ottawa 
that a strong Gorman Byiulicate lias been 
t unned to control the business from China 
and .lapan v'm the Canadian Pacific rail 
way. Further, it is s.aid that if I be Can.i- 
diau Pacific railway onnipaiiy are willing 
to acce|it Iheir terms, the .Nurddeiitsi'lier 
Lloyd steamship company oH'cr to place a 
line uf six powerful steamers 011 bolh the 
Pacilic and .Atlantic oceans. There is nu 
reason why the Canadians should imt

Wo umy seem to be too sellialily 
jealous of foreiffii competition, .seeing 
that our shipping lias tnoreased ffuni a 
luunage ut L.'M'.I.IHKI in I .s tu 7 11 1,1 M HI 
in l'S,S,'>. lint, ohoeiful as these figures 
and others are which Professor Levi sets 
forth in the ciirreul /''o, /im'<;/i//;/ to illus- 
trate the material growtii of the Pnited 
Kingduiu, we must remember that our 
pupitlation and our wants have increased 
alsu, and that if the material well-being 
uf a nation is uul waxing il is waning." 

The well-kliowii < u'l nian ocuiiuiuisl, 
I'rufessor Lureii/. Vuii .'^lein, has roeenlly

Shaiif{hai, Yokohama, thereby complelely 
shutting out any competition I'ia San 
Francisco, and, above all, riii Panama. 

The wdiole route, let it be observed, is 
from end tu end in Liiglisli hands, .ind 
England is no longer dependent ii|iuii the 
uncertain fate of llu! Suez canal. She 
holds her connection with India in In !' 
own power in spite of France ami the 
United States. I [• to now we have had 
only one trade route, the Suez canal. The 
uncertainty att.aclied lu its posiliun fium 
a piilitical point uf view has chilled i 1 ii u 
oxisl.eiiee throe fiiilher great eliteriirises 
of which ilio- Iwu. l.he great ISiburian rail- 
way in Kiissi.i, and llie I'.aiiaiiia canal, at 
present in l''reiieli hands, an; not cum- 
lileterl, while the third, the Canadian Pa- 
cilic railway, uf Canada, lliauks lu t he 
onorgy of that coluiiy, is now in opoiai iuu.

These rciiiarks |iruceed upon the assuuip- 
tiou that r>iiiilanger hiinself uuuhl con- 
sent to allow his iiioveiiieiits to be direct- 
ed by the peuple uf Paris, but there is no 
certainty that he would consent to any 
such thing. Thus far he luia given no 
sign of any disposition or desire to over- 
turn the re|iiililic or to assiinie any uii- 
warr.uiled .authority. He coiild cert.aiiily 
have made matters very uneonifurtahlo at 
the time of the recent change in the cab- 
inet, bill he did not do so. He aceejited 
the situation like a good citizen and 
obeyed orders like a good soldier.

Lato arrivals froni Ruck Creek bring 
with them very rich samples (jf quartz. 
It is spotted all through with gold and 
must run into many thousands of dollars 
to the. ton. T'lio iliacovory was made by 
four moil, llice, Ruriihaiii, Lofovre and 
another, wdio prospected through tho 
Colvillo country in NVashington and camp- 
ed on this ledge, the anow buing on tho 
ground at the time. One of them casual- 
ly knocked a piece of rock ofl" and found 
free gidd in it. Several other pieces 'wore 
uikeu oir, all filled with the yellow metal. 
The party wont back to S))okane Falls 
for sujiplies and returned with a ^2,000 
prosiiectiiig outtit. Work 011 tile ledge 
lias developed the fact that it ia of won- 
derful richness. At tho blowout it ia 
about 0110 hundred feet in width, but tlie 
lodge proper is about six feet. A large 
quanti%' of rock has been blasted out, 
and tliero is no piuce picked up out of the 
heaji but, wdiat cuntaina free gold, aniiie 
nuggets of considerable size. There have 
been several locations tukon up, two of 
whieli are being proapected. The 
tiiid ia louked upon as being 
the richest ever made in gold 
([uartz in this country. The ledge ia 
situated about aevoii miles from Rock 
creek enissiiig, at an altitude of botwoeti 
four aiul live thousand foot in the gold 
range of iiiuuiitaina. 

Quite a iiumbor uf men have gone in 
to tho section to prospect, and idso to 
work oil Rock creek placer ground. Two 
claims on this creek are paying an ounci! 
per day to the man, while others ar 
looking well. It will he remembered 
that this section was mined in 18(il, when 
tho Cariboo oxcitement caused its dosor- 
tion to tho Chinese, liowover, the latter 
have not got it all yet, luid good claims 
ari' to bc^ had on thi^ creek, while pay has 
been struck in the benches. While it 
uld be preiiialiire to give an opinion on 
t he possibilit icH of tlie district until 
further iufoniiation is secured, yet there 
is evidence to show that the discovery is 
Ihiuii Jiilc, mid an onterpriaing trader h;i3 
dready arranged for a stock of supplies 
to go in to the camp from this city rin 
the Northern I'acitic.

The reporta /min British Colum- 
bia aro that a largo fleet of English vessels 
is tit i-iiiitf to .\.laskaii vval i.rs, and, aa the 
result of Secr<d:iry liayard's dipliiiii;icy , 
they will be abb' to do immense damage 
to the seal lishei les. Hut, while the ad- 
ministration thus laiiicedes that Bcliring 
sea is not a land-locked sea for England, 
its position closes the sea to the people of 
the United St<itoa, except the Alaskan 
( '( iiiiuiercial Cviiiipany. It is a curious 
chapter, but the iMiglishnicii have no nta- 
sdii td be displeased with it. In the 
course taken by the pri'sidelit it looks as 
tliongli both the law of cougross and tho 
treaty had been igiioretl, for neither ■was 
intended to give foreign vessels privileges 
denied Id those of the Ciiitod Statoa. The 
law df ISdrt pidvides thai tlie laws of the 
1 'nited St.iles relating In customs, cum- 
uieice and navigation be extended oviu 
the Alaskan purchase as far as thoy might 
be applicable thereto.

THE OKANAGON COUNTRY. 

A Country of Woiidivrfiil Itcsimrcea— Thu Sal- 
mon RIvpr Mines Equal KipentatlouB— A 
Kcgloii AbBolutoly Cut OH' from 
Trannportatlon. 

Oreiioiiiua: Messrs. J. L. Atkinson and 
Soth L. Pope, of tlus "city, have just re- 
turned from a trip of three weeks to the 
Salmon River mines in the Okanagoii 
country. They wont from here to Ellens- 
burg, thouco to Rock Island rapids, 
thonco north inside the Big Bend to the 
Foster creek rajiids, thouco north through 
the Okaiiagon valley, to Salmon rivor. 
Going and rotuniing by nearly the same 
route, they got a very close and familiar 
view of the country and have come home 
greatly impressed with its value aa a liold 
for stock raising and general agrioulturo, 
and aa ti buainoas district. 

■The proiiiiae of the niiiies is fully equal 
to the roiiorta haretoforo given totho]jub- 
lic. They are of silver aud load, which 
aeenia to be stored in exhaustible i|iianti- 
tiea. Openings have been made for seven 
miles (111 one coutiiiiioii.s vein. Viu-y little 
developtueiit work liaa been done aa yet, 
hut all that has been done coiiliriiis ox- 
poctatioiia, and not a doubt is entertained 
of the wealth of the dislriel. Tho mines 
aro aituated iiioat foiliiuately adjacent to 
timber and water and in close proximity 
to ateaiiiboat navigation. 

While Messrs. .■Xtkiimon and Pope 
found all and more than they oxpocted in 
the mines, they were chieHy interested in 
tho country aa to its poasibilitios for 
general iniproveimuil. Tliey saw t^iiougli 
of the Hig I'end in :i ride of niiiely niilea 
through il. lo cdiiiirm the favdr;dile reports 
of recent visitors. It is a heavy rolling 
country with an .-ivorage elevation of 
about 2200 feet. The native ricliiiesa of 
the soil ia shown by tho luxuriant growth 
of bunch grass which abounds every where. 
Tlieri; is little timber and the country ia 
not very well watered as a whole. Il is 
rapidly set I ling up with an indust rious 

popiilati and very livi-go areas are being 

liroiight under the plow. Crops looked 
well everywhere. 

It was, however, tlio country west of 
and outside of the F<ig Rend that came 
especially under the nolice of Messrs. 
Atkinson .-ind I'ope. Where they ex- 
pected to sec a broken wilderness they 
fouud a region as beaut ifitl and fertile as 
tho Willamette vidley, the seat of pros- 
]ieidus sottlement and osUiblishod thrift. 
Ill describing tho Okunagoii valley, aud 
the smaller valleys which lie south of it 
and directly >vest of the Hig Hend, they 
are etithuaiastic. In their judgment il 
has no match in the I'aeilic Northwest for 
beauty of aspect and wealth of soil and 
jiroductioiis. Thoy think that tho sef.tle- 
nielit , already large, is destined to gnnv 
into a great and rich ]idpiilat ion. 

The lack of trauspdrlal imi is the only 
drawback t i this womlerfiii country. .-\t 
tho present time it is labor wasted to pro- 
duce anything (excepting of course the 
locid consumption) wlijch cannot vvalk nul 
of market. Eiilerpriae and industry ia 
paralyzed by an isdliitidti which, in these 
l.'iter d.iys linds im cdiinterpart in the 
Northwest. .Merchaiidise is now hauled 
in w.'igdiis from I'jllonsburg, for the first 
stage (if thirty-two miles (from Ellens- 
burg to tho Columbia river crossing near 
Rock Island rapids,) over a high l«nge of 
moiintJiins, tho roiul in some |)laces reach- 
ing an all it ude of .""1.21)0 feel. .\ scheme 
is on blot at Tacom i In |im a bo. it im the 
river above the rapids, w hich is clear .■iiid 
easily navigable to the mouth of the 
Oknnagon. This latter stream is also 
uavigtible for .■! disciiiee of thirty iiiilea 
above its iiioutli, ;iiiii during a consider- 
able time each year lo the Hriti.sh Cciliiiii- 
bia line. .\ steamboat is now being built 
;it Tacdiiia in sections, which is to be 
taken on the cars t<i Elleiisburg, and 
from there hauled over the river. 

Tho natural connecfion of this region is 
with I'drthilid, and .Messrs. Atkinson mid 
f'ope ;ire 1 .iger I hat the Oregnii Railway 
A Navigation coiiipaiiy should he the first 
in the held, and that they should bring 
the trade this way. They believe that 
the liist step should bo to put a boat on 
the river above the Rock island rapids. 
This, which is iniiioasible during lew 
water, they think vvnuld be eiitirelj' 
practicable now while ilie water is high. 
Mr. Pope, who is a iir.ictic.d navigator, 
aays it would be a viuy e.aay matter to 
take one of the idle Imtits of the old .Snake 
river Ihad oveU'lhi' I'riesI .-ind Ibick ialatid 
rapids. .\ litt le l:it.er oil lliiswill be im- 
prnct ic.'vbh', and if I he thing is not done 
within I he next ten or lifteeii dtiys the 
chance will lit; lost, for tliia year. 

The buainoas on the upper river ia like- 
ly to be very large during the summer 
and fall aud next spring. Hesidea tho 
regular business of the countiy there will 
be the traflic of the ^Salmon river mines, 
Certain lo be great. 

Mr. I'oiu" carried iustruinents with hhii 
iind made interesting and valuable ob- 
Kervatioiis of elevation at various iioints. 
He found .-Vinsworth to he ;i-10 feet above 
the sea level: Rock island, 480 feet; the 
Okauagaii valle)' oi'il) feet, and iheSaliiioii 
river country 025 feel. 'I'liese ligures are 
surprising, and will correct the very gen 
oral impression regarding the northern re 
gions. 

THE OKANAGON MINES. 

Siiokane Falla Vlwunn-U- : iMany of our 
citizens interested in the mines of the 
Okanagon section 'and especially the odi- 
tora of tho Chronicle have looked forward 
to the opiniiui of Mr. Thomas Lowthain 
Concerning that section, with considerable 
interest.

Ho pronounces 
that region the moat promising he has 
visited in the w est and diir readers ;u e all 
aware thfit Mr. Hiiwlli;iiii is a in.ni of 
cloae reacarcli and a miner of wide reputi;. 
Ho considers tho Arlington mine tho beat 
property in the entire northweat and tho 
La Euna and First Thought are peer to 
any pro]ierties herelofore developed in 
any of the seel ions con I igiious I o .Spokane. 
The ore being extracicMl fioiii the Arling- 
ton will avei'iige about 200 ounces per ton 
wliilu a major [lortioii of the rock taken 
from the other two named will run away 
up in the hundreds aud some hi tin; t hou 
sands. He says no one can conipreliend 
the full resources of that region until they 
have visited it and justly compared it 
with other sections and localities. The 
climate, ho tells us, is fine, the alt itude of 
these mines not exceeding 1,501) fiiet. .Ml 
kinds of fruit can be grown and there are 
some thrifty laiiclies in this section. All 
kinds of a'inall fruit, peachea and apples 
can he easily growu 011 the summit of 
theae celebrated bonanzas. Mr. Lowthain 
predicts a grand country and tho greatest 
oro producing mines hi the Okiiimgon 
section that has yot beep known in tho 
northwest, and adds that too much cannot 
be said of the diitconiu and the line 
prospects of this region.
